At the appropriate place in subtitle B of title XVIII: 

SEC. ll. REPORT ON EFFORTS TO DISSUADE ALLIES 1

FROM PURCHASING WEAPONS FROM THE 2

RUSSIAN FEDERATION AND THE PEOPLE’S 3

REPUBLIC OF CHINA. 4

(a) IN GENERAL.—Not later than 180 days after the 5

date of enactment of this Act, the Secretary of State, in 6

consultation with the Secretary of Defense, shall submit 7

to the appropriate congressional committees a report that 8

includes— 9

(1) a detailed description of efforts to dissuade 10

allies from purchasing weapons from the Russian 11

Federation and the People’s Republic of China; 12

(2) a list of allies that purchase at least 20 per-13

cent of their weaponry by monetary value from the 14

Russian Federation or the People’s Republic of 15

China; 16

(3) an evaluation of the security and political 17

concerns with allies purchasing weaponry from the 18
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Russian Federation or the People’s Republic of 1

China; and 2

(4) an evaluation of the impact that the Russia- 3

Ukraine War has on allies purchasing weaponry 4

from the Russia Federation. 5

(b) FORM.—The report required under subsection (a) 6

shall be submitted in unclassified form but may contain 7

a classified annex. 8

(c) APPROPRIATE CONGRESSIONAL COMMITTEES DE-9

FINED.—In this section, the term ‘‘appropriate congres-10

sional committees’’ means— 11

(1) the Committee on Armed Services and the 12

Committee on Foreign Relations of the Senate; and 13

(2) the Committee on Armed Services and the 14

Committee on Foreign Affairs of the House of Rep-15

resentatives. 16
